States implies one of the following three al- 
ternatives’: 1. Spain voluntarily - dispensing 
with the colonial condition of Cuba, in conse- 
quence thereof Cuba: constituted an indepen- 
dent State, and spontaneously applying ‘for 
admission into the Union. 2. A sale of Cuba 
by Spain, like that of Louisiana by France, to 
the: United States. 9. Conquest by war, in 
whatever form, inclusive of a revolution in 
Cuba, assisted by American sympathizers, as 
you call them. 

Nobedy will contradict me, I trust, when I 
say that supposing, for the sake of argument, 
each of these alternatives equally practicable, 
the first alternative is certainly the most, I 
would almost say the only, honorable—at all 
events best answering Republican principles, 
and that political virtue without which Re- 
publics are like a ship withouta helm. . 

Therefore, if it be a fact, as you say it is, 
that whatever be the professions of parties, 
biased by party purposes, the large majority 
of the American people wishes for an annexa- 
of Cuba, (a statement I feel not competent to 
contradict,) then it is evident that the Execu- 
tive Government of your Republic, bound as 
it is in duty te devise honorable means for 
carrying Out the sovéreign pedple’s will, 
should have exerted itself in the line of that 
first alternative. 

Let us see what happened. 

It could not have escaped the observation 
of even superficial observers for several years 
past, that'a revolution in Spain was inevit- 
able. American Ministers abroad, condemned 
by their. Government's policy, (or rather no 
policy,) to lead the life of idle sinecure,may per- 
haps have overlooked the glaring fact, (I don't 
know.) If they did not, the more is your Go- 
vernment ‘to blame for having disregarded 
it. However, so much is certain, that there 
is no thinking. man in Europe, who, for at 
least the last three years, had not looked for 
a revolution in Spain, as for something which 
ie inevitably sure to come very soon. 

The mockery of a Royal Parliamentary 
Government has nowhere displayed a more 
revolting character. than in Spain; and be- 
sides, except Hungary, there is scarcely any 
country from its very history, and by its his- 
torical character, so much adverse to a “ ré- 
gime” of centralization, even in its best pos- 
sible ‘form, as Spain. Now, when’ that cen- 
tralization-was seen to assume just in that 
country the worst possible shape; when the 
external changes of ministry, always origi- 
nating With sordid motives of lucre, and tend- 
ing towards ambition and oppression, made 
the management ‘of public affairs’ one vast
